- sToRY oF ADHAN

Before Prophet Mohammad® migrated to the city of Madinah - 
in 622 C.E., Muslims were very small in number. They used to guéss 
the time for the Fard Salah and offer their Salah together. Soon after 
the migration (Hijrah) of Prophet Mohammad®, a large number of 
people began to accept Islam. The number of Muslim started 
increasing and the Muslim community started growing in Madina. 
‘The question now was how to gather all the Muslims together for the 


. Fard Salawat. Some people proposed the use ofa bell like Christian; 


: others suggested a trumpet like the horn used by the Jews. 


‘Abdullah Ibn Zayd al-Ansari™, one of the companions of 

“Prophet Mohammad® saw in his-true dream a person callin 

Muslims to the Salah. At the same time, ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab‘ 

independently came up with the idea that a man should call the 

people to the Salah. When this proposal was presented to Prophét 
- Mohammad®, hes) established the system of Adhan. The Prophet 

-Mohammad® taught the wordings and method of Adhan to Bilal Ibn 
~ Rabab™ and ibn Umm Maktim™. Other companions of the 
’ Prophet also learned thé method of calling the Adhan. From then 
on, The Adhan became the distinctive feature of the Muslim 
community. Muslims all over the world call Adhan in their - 
respective communities to invite Muslims for performing the Fard 
Salawat. ;

Chapter 3.

Adhan is a call to the Fard 
Salah. Adhan is called to invite 
the Muslims of the community 
to each Fard Salah at its 
prescribed time. It is essential to 
call the Adhan for all five daily 
Fard Salawat and the weekly 


Salat-ul-Jumuah at their 


respective prescribed timings. 
Adhan is not called for Salut-ul- 
‘Idayn, S$lat-ul-Janaza, ‘Sunnah 
Salah, Nafl Salah and Wajib 
Salah. 


Adhan is an announcement 
made by a Mu’adh-dhin by using 
certain prescribed Kalimat 
-(phrases). ’ 


Adhan is called only in the 
Arabic language with fifteen 
prescribed Kalimat as taught. by 
the Prophet Muhammd™. ©

They do not 
hav: to go to the masjid in order to 
pray together. On very cold and 
rainy nights, Prophet Muhammad® 
used to order the Mu’adh-dhin to

Chapter 5 


Bye 
MU’ADH-DHIN 


The Mu’adh-dhin is a person 
who calls the Adhan. The Mu’adh-dhin 
has to be a male Muslim. He should 
have a minimum knowledge of the 
wordings, method and timings of 
Adhan and Iqamah. He should 
possibly be gifted with a loud voice. 
He should have good moral character. 


Prophet Muhammad® bestowed a great honor on the Mu’adh- 
* dhin when he® said: 


““Fhe people to enter Paradise next 
after the Prophets and the martyrs 


-will be the Mu’adh-dhin.” 
(Noble Hadith) 


Children are encouraged to learn and call Adhan. 


Chapter 6 


METHOD OF CALLING 
ADHAN 


Adhan is called by a Mu’adh-dhin 
when itis time for a particular Fard Salah. The 
Mu’adh-dhin calls the Adhan in a standing 
6 - position facing towards ka‘bah. The body 
posture of the Mu’adh-dhin should face 
Ka*‘bah all the time while calling the Adhan. 
However, he is required to turn his face to the 
right while calling “Hayya ‘alas Salah” and to 

the left while calling “Hayya” alal Falah”. 

While calling the Adhan it is commendable but not necessary to 
raise both hands to the ears or insert the index fingers into the cavities of 
the ear. 

The Adhan is called in a loud and clear voice. The Mu’adh-dhin 
calls Adhan from outside the premises of the Masjid. He calls 

_ the Adhan from a minaret, or any high place, or : 
from the court-yard of the Masjid. The 
objective is to have Adhan heard by amaximum 
number of people in a neighborhood. The 
Adhan is called at an unhurried pace with 
pauses so that the listeners can respond 
accordingly. . 

’The Adhan is called twice for Salat-ul- 
Jumuah. The first Adhan is called from outside 
the Masjid as usual. The second Adhan is called 
from inside the Masjid in front of the Mimbar 


(pulpit) when the Imam stands on it to deliver

Chapter 7 


RESPONDING TO THE 
ADHAN 


It is obligatory on the Muslim to respond to Adhan as they listen to 
it. Muslims, whether male or female, whether in a clean or unclean state, 
should respond to Adhan with attention and reverence. 

When the Mu’adb-dhin starts calling the Adhan, the Muslim 
listeners in the neighbourhood should start responding to the call in two 
ways: 

1) by deeds 

2) by words 

‘Responding to the Adhban by deeds involves stopping the worldly 
business and rushing for the preparation of performing the Salah for 
which the Adhin is being called. During the course of Adhan, the 
listeners should neither greet others nor respond to the greetings of 
others. If one is reading the Qur’an, he must stop the recitation while the 
Adhan is being called. 

Responding to the Adhan by words involves repeating silently the 
Kalimat of the Adhan. However, when the Mu’adh-dhin says: 

“Hayya ’alas Salah” and ‘“Hayya ’alal Falah”, the listeners 
should say: :

. Adhan should not be responded in the following instances: 


1) While offering Salah. 
2) .While one is taking meals. 
3) While listnening toa Friday Khutbah or any other 
4) While giving or receiving Islamic (religious) education or 
instruction. 
5) While one is in the bathroom.

Chapter 9 


ADHAN ON OTHER 
OCCASIONS 


Itis customary among Muslims to call Adhan at the following 
special occasions and instances: 


1) When a baby is born, it is commendable to call Adhan in a 
soft voice. The Adhan is called in the pay s right ear and 
the Iqamah is called in left ear. 


2) Calling Adhan can be soothing when one is in grief or 
' suffering from pain. 


3) It may help to call Adhan when one has lost his way in a 
; ‘journey and no one is around to give directions.

Chapter 10 


IQAMAH = 4ata 


After Adhan, enough time is given for Muslims to prepare 
themselves and assemble in the Masjid for the Fard Salah. When the 
Muslims are assembled in the Masjid, Iqimah is recited. Muslims 
start standing up and lining up for Salah behind the Imam at the call 
of the Iqamah. 


Iqamah in arabic language means to “stand up.” Iqamah is an 
announcement made by a Mu’adh-dhin by using certain prescribed 
Kalimat to signal the Muslims about the start of the Fard Salah in a 
congregation. Iqamah is a second call for the Fard Salah. Iqamah is 
commonly called “Takbir”. 


Iqamah is called before the begining of all the five daily Fard 
Salawat and the weekly Slat-ul-Jumu‘ah. However, Tqamah is not 
called for Salat-ul-‘Idayn, Nafl Salawat, and Wajib Salawat. After 
the Iqamah is called, the Imam begins to lead the congregation for 
Fard Salah.

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Chapter 12 | 


METHOD OF CALLING 
IQAMAH 


‘Iqamah is called by a Mu’adh-dhin from inside the Masjid. He 
calls Iqamah as the Muslim congregation gets ready to perform Fard 
Salah led by an Imam. The Mu?adh-dhin stands right behind the 
Imam and calls Igamah facing the Ka‘bah. Iqamah is called fluently 
in softer tone (voice), 


The Kalimat of Iqamah are similar to those of Adhan except 
that “Qad Qamatis Salah, Qad Qamatis Salah” meaning “The Salah 
has begun, the Salah has begun,” are recited after Hayya’alal Falah. 
It is not necessary to raise hands to the ear or turn face to the right or 
left while calling Iqamah. 


The Muslim who calls Adhan should normally call Iqamah 
also. However, if he is not present, or he permits, any other Muslim 
may call Iqamah. There is no Nafl or Sunnah prayer after Iqamah. 
Only the Fard Salah for which the Iqamah is called is prayed after the 
call of Iqamah.

Chapter 13 


RESPONDING TO:-THE 
IQAMAH 


When the Mu’ adh-dhin starts calling ara the Muslim listeners start 
responding to the call in two ways: 


1) by deeds 

2) by words 

Responding to the Iqamah by deeds involves standing up and lining up 
behind the Imam for performing the Fard Salah in the Masjid. 


Responding to the Iqamah by words involves repeating silently the 
Kalimat of the Iqamah except when: 


a) The Mu’adh-dhin says: “Hayya ‘alas Salah” and “Hayya ‘alal 
Falah,” the listeners should say:
